1. (Currently Amended ) A cross-contamination prevention system 
comprising: 

a maintenance computer storing reagent cross-contamination 
information ; 

a automatic analyzer connected to said maintenance computer through a 
communication line said automatic analyzer including: 

a memory storing reagent cross-contamination information transmitted from 
said maintenance computer, and 

a control section for changing an operation seguence of said automatic 
analyzer to prevent the occurrence of the cross-contamination on the basis of said 
reagent cross-contamination information stored in said memory cent e r co l lect i ng, 
r e cording and managing i nformation r e gard i ng cross contam i nat i on that aff e cts 
measur e d valu e s w i th mixing of a plura l ity of r e ag e nts ; 

a p l ura l ity of first e xam i nat i on c e nt e rs off e r i ng th e cross contaminat i on 
i nformation to sa i d ma i nt e nanc e c e nt e r; 
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a p l ura l ity of s e cond e xaminot i on c e nt e rs r e c ei ving th e cross contam i n a tion 
i nformat i on from said ma i ntenance center; 

a communicat i on system for disp e ns i ng th e cross contaminat i on informat i on 
among said ma i nt e nanc e c e nter, said plura li ty of first e xam i nation centers, and said 
p l urality of second e xam i nation cent e rs v i a commun i cat i on li n e s; and 

a proc e ss i ng syst e m for p e riod i ca ll y s e nding th e cross - contamination 
i nformat i on und e r manag e ment of sa i d ma i nt e nanc e c e nt e r to sa i d p l ura li ty of 
s e cond e xaminat i on c e nt e rs . 

2. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system according 
to Claim 1 , wherein said maintenance comput e r cent e r carr ie s computer is 
configured to carry out a validation test based on the collected cross-contamination 
information to validate whether the information is true or false, and sonds to send only 
the information, which has been validated as being true, to said automatic ana l yz e r _a 
plurality of other automatic analyzers each connected to said maintenance computer 
through a communication line . 

3. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system 
according to claim 2, wherein said maintenance c e nt e r is mado up of an 
i nformat i on col l ecting organ i zation for co l l e ct i ng tho i nformation regard i ng 
computer is configured to collect the cross-contamination information and carr ie s 
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to carry out a validation test on the collected information, and an information 
s e nding organ i zat i on for managing to manage the information, which has been 
collected and subjected to the validation test by said i nformat i on co lle ct i ng 
organ i zat i on , and s e nd i ng to send the information to said plurality of s e cond 
exam i nat i on c e nt e rs other automatic analyzers .

5. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system 
according to claim 1 , wherein the i nformat i on regarding cross contamination 
information contains at least one of information for identifying an offensive 
reagent, information for identifying a defensive reagent, information regarding a 
level of influence of the cross-contamination, information regarding a 
contamination place, information regarding a detergent type, and information 
regarding a detergent volume. 

6. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system according 
to Claim 1, wherein each of said plurality of second exam i nat i on c e nt e rs manag e s an 
ana l yzer ut ili z i ng th e informat i on r e gard i ng cross contam i nat i on, and sa i d analyz e r 
ha G th e funct i on of automatica l ly tak i ng i n th e i nformat i on roco i vod by said 
i nform a tion r e c ei v e r a nd changing other automatic analyzers is configured to

automatically take in the cross-contamination information and change an operation 
sequence of said analyzer as required. 

7. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system 
according to claim 6, wherein sa i d ana l yz e r has the function of d i sp l aying each of 
said other automatic analyzers is configured to display the cross-contamination 
information having been automatically taken in, tho funct i on of asking to ask an 
operator of said analyzer fef whethe r or not the operation sequence of said 
analyzer is to be changed or not, th e funct i on of register i ng , to register a result of 
confirmation made by the operator, and th e funct i on of chang i ng to change the 
operation sequence of said analyzer in accordance with the registration result. 

8. (Currently Amended) A cross-contamination prevention system according 
to claim 6, wherein said analyz e r has th e funct i on of validat i ng each of said other 
automatic analyzers is configured to validate its own ability of suppressing cross- 
contamination, and tho funct i on of d e t e rmin i ng to determine whether or not the 
operation sequence of said ana l yz e r each of said other analyzers is to be changed 
or not , based on ^combination of the validated ability of th e funct i on of suppressing 
cross-contamination and the cross-contamination information having been 
automatically taken in.
